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C. Marius in the aſſembly of the 
whole Senate at Rome, tn a ſolemne 
mation, giueth an account of his bꝛin⸗ 
ging vp: be ſheweth that he hath beene 
taught to lye on the ground. to ſuffer all 
weathers, ta leade men, to ſtrike his fo, 
to feare nothing but an euill name: and 
chalengeth pꝛaiſe vnto himſelfe, in that 
hee neuer learned the G2eeke tounge, 
neither ment to be inſtructed in it here⸗ 
after, either that be thought it coo farre 
a iozney to fetch learning beponde the 
fielde, oꝛ becauſe hee doubted the abu⸗ 
ſes of chole Schooles, where Poets 
were euer the head Maiſters. Tiberius 
the Emperour ſawe ſomewhat, when 
bee iudged Scaurus to death fox wiicing 
a Tragedy: Auguſtus, when bee bas 
niſhed Ouid: And Nero, when he chars 
ged Lucan, to put vp bis pipes, to ſtay 
his penne and mite no moꝛe. Burrus 
and Seneca, the ſchoolemaiſters of Nes 
roare flowted and hated ofthe people, 
ſoʒ teaching their Scholer the ſong of 
Attis. Fo Dion ſaith, that the hearing 
thereof wzounge laughter and *

from moſt of thoſe that were then aboue 
bim. Mherby J iudge that they ſcozned 
the folly ofthe teachers, and lamented 
the krenzyok the Scholer, who beeing 
Emperour of Rome, and bearing the 
weight of the whole common wealth 
bppon his ſhoulders, was eaſter to bet 
dzawen to vanitie by wanton Poets, 
then to good gouernment by the father» 
ly counſel of graue Senatozs. They 
were condemned to dye by the lawes of 
the Heathens, whiche inchaunted the 
graine in other mens grounds: and are 
not they accurled thinke pou by the 
mouth of God, which hauing the go⸗ 
uernmẽt of poung Princes, with Poe⸗ 
ral ales dzat them to che lchooles 
of their owne abules, bewitching the 
graine in the greene blade, that was 
ſowed foz the ſuſtenance of many thous 
ſands,and poplninghe We ſpzingththeir 
amozous lapes, whence the whole com- 
mon wealth ſhould fetch water? But co

The right vle of auncient Poetrie 
was to baue the notable exploptes of 
worthy Captaines, the holeſome coun- 
cels of good fathers,and vertuous lines 
of pꝛedeceſloꝛs ſet downe in numbers, 
and ſong to the inſtrument at lolemne 
feaſtes, that the ſounv ok the one might 
dzam the hearers from killing the cuß 
too ofcen; the ſenſe ofthe other, put them 
in minde ol things paſt, and chaulke out 
the wap ta da the like. After this maner 
were che Bzotians trained from rude⸗ 
nelle to ciullitie, The Lacedzmonians 
inſtructed by Tyrtæus verſe, The Ar- 
gines by the melody of Teleſilla, and 
the Lesbians by Alcæus Odes. 
To his end are inſtruments vſed in 
battaile, not to tickle che eare, but to 


teach euery ſouldier when to ſtrike and 
when to tap, when to flpe, and when to 


kollowe: Chiron by ſinging to his in-
